The  primary  objective  of  the  Military  Science  Program  at  Elizabeth  City  State  University  is  to  procure  and  train  college 
students  to  qualify  as  Commissioned  Officers  in  the  United  States  Army  upon  graduation.  Besides  placing  emphasis  on 
the  fundamentals  common  to  all  divisions  of  the  Army,  acceptance  into  the  Reserve  Officer's  Training  Corps  entitles 
students  to  subsistance  pay  and  offers  a  scholarship  program  which  pays  all  fees  except  room  and  board  and  provides  a 
generous  monthly  allowance  to  scholarship  recipients.  The  curriculum  is  divided  into  the  Basic  Course  and  Advanced 
Course  leading  to  a  commission  in  the  United  States  Army.

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Infirmary 


The  University  Health  Center,  located  in  Cardwell-Hoffler  Infirmary,  is  staffed  with  a  part-time  physician,  a  registered 
nurse,  and  nurse's  aides  to  provide  health  care  and  supervise  health  services  for  the  University  community.  The 
University  does  not  provide  all  medical,  nor  pharmaceutical,  nor  dental,  nor  psychological  service.  The  responsibility 
for  providing  adequate  health  services  is  delegated  to  the  University  Physician,  accompanied  by  the  Supervisor  of  Health 
Services,  in  cooperation  with  the  Vice  Chancellor  for  Student  Affairs. 

A  student  initially  admitted  to  the  University  must  provide  evidence  of  a  complete  physical  examination  on  a  medical 
form  provided  by  the  Director  of  Admissions  and  certified  by  a  physician.  In  addition  to  this  initial  examination,  the 
student  may  be  required  to  have  a  physical  examination  during  any  time  the  student  is  enrolled  at  the  University.  All 
other  students  are  required  to  submit,  upon  returning  other  times,  complete  health  forms  and  evidence  of  a  serology  test. 
A  student  cannot  be  officially  admitted  until  a  health  record  is  submitted  and  approved  by  the  appropriate  officials.

The  1984-85  year  proved  to  be  another  exciting  and  productive 
one  for  the  University  Players  at  ECSU.  The  Players  opened  the 
year  with  an  acclaimed  production  of  One  Flew  Over  The  Cuckoo's 
Nest,  based  on  Ken  Kesey's  novel  about  life  in  an  airy  mental 
institution.  Directed  by  Shawn  Smith,  head  of  the  ECSU  theatre 
program,  the  comedy-drama  played  to  full  houses  and  received 
acclaim  from  the  local  press.  The  Daily  Advance  critic  considered 
Cuckoo's  Nest  .  .  .  "an  energetic  and  fast-moving  production, 
thanks  to  the  fine  performances  and  expert  directing."  The  large 
cast  of  eighteen  students  and  faculty  actors  was  highlighted  by  the 
strong  portrayals  of  Gary  Wayne  Savage  as  the  hero  Randle  P. 
McMurphy,  Vera  V.  Patillo  as  the  evil  Nurse  Ratched,  David 
Raper  as  Chief  Bromden,  Vernel  Barco  as  Dale  Harding,  and 
Walter  Edens  as  Billy  Bibbit. 

During  the  November  1984  run  of  One  Flew  Over  the  Cuckoo's  Nest, 
a  special  performance  was  given  for  the  students  of  Northampton 
County  High  School  —  West.  The  National  Epicureans  of  Eliza- 
beth City  were  treated  to  a  dinner-theatre  presentation  of  the  play 
in  the  Kermit  White  Graduate  Center. 


A  major  event  of  the  year  was  the  renovation  of  the  Little  Theatre  during  the  Spring  Semester.  Through  the  efforts  of  Chancellor 
Jimmy  R.  Jenkins,  money  was  allocated  to  enlarge  the  theatre's  seating  capacity,  install  a  completely  new  theatrical  lighting 
system,  and  to  construct  dressing  rooms  for  the  actors.  The  renovations  have  made  the  Little  Theatre  one  of  the  best  theatrical 
facilities  in  the  area. 

Another  "behind  the  scenes"  important  event  occured  during  the  year.  The  enthusiams  of  the  drama  students  led  to  the  re- 
establishment  of  ECSU  of  the  Phi  Zeta  chapter  of  Alpha  Psi  Omega,  the  national  honorary  dramatic  fraternity. 
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As  renovation  of  the  Little  Theatre  progressed  throughout  the  second  semester,  the  Players'  next  major  production  in  March  1985 
was  given  an  "environmental"  staging  in  the  Kermit  White  Graduate  Center,  which  was  filled  to  overflowing  audiences  delighted 
by  William  Inge's  Pulitzer  Prize-winning  play  Picnic.  With  both  audience  and  actors  on  the  same  level,  the  effect  made 
theater-goers  feel  as  though  they  were  actually  sitting  in  the  back  yard  of  Flo  Owen's  house.  The  result  of  this  kind  of  staging  and 
David  Raper's  realistic  setting  was  praised  by  theatre  critics,  and  the  Da/VjAJva/ice proclaimed,  "f/c/iyc  successfully  brings  comedy 
and  tears  to  the  area." 

The  romantic  comedy,  directed  by  Kenneth  Lanier,  featured  Irvin  Brown  and  Joycelyn  Proctor  as  two  young  people  who  fall  in 
love  against  strong  odds  at  a  Labor  Day  picnic.  Other  impressive  performances  were  given  by  Sheila  Reid,  Atleacia  Stokes,  James 
Runyon,  Vera  Patillo,  Jacqueline  Weddington,  Gary  Sheared,  Edita  Perkins,  Shirley  Ann  James  and  Vernel  Barco. 
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One  month  following  the  local  presentation  of  Picnic,  the  Players  trouped  to  Northampton  County  for  another  outstanding 
performance  of  the  play. 

Each  year  the  University  Players  acquire  more  and  more  theatre  patrons  as  the  group  continues  to  strive  for  quality  in  both  acting 
and  scenic  production  values.  The  goal  of  the  Players  is  to  bring  the  best  of  live  theatre  to  the  University  and  the  Albemarle  area.
